The Battle of San Franciscn,

We ean now form a judgment upon the
recont battle between Spain and  Cuaba,
which began with n skirmish near the
town of San Franclsco, and was eontinned
at other places not far  off,  The
flestt we  heard of the affair  swns
through an authorized despateh from Ha-
vann, which eontained the official bulletinof
the Spanishecommander, Gen, MELGUIZ0. He
maide report of a victory more glorions than
any ever before won over the rebie] leader,
Gen. Maceo, At an enrly hour of the day he
marched to an outpost of the enemy, fell
upon  him, drove him off at the point
of the bayonet, reached his  defensive
works nhout midday, foneht him there all
nfternoon, was master of the fleld nt sunset,
camped there that night, saw a great num-
ber of the rebel dead next morning, ascer-
tained that only oleven Spanineds hod fallen,
and seat the bulletin of vietory to WEYLER
at Havann, The weather proved unfavorable
to further pursuit, and so the Spanish com-
mander gave orders that the twocolumns of
his troops shonld retire to nnother place for
fresh rations,

For two days afterward the Spanish re-
ports were even more boastful than was
the first one of them. The beaten rebels
had  been four times more numerons
than the successful troops. These rebels
had used in the battle artillery which
must have come into their possession some
how. They had nlso behaved ladly by dis-
regarding those rules of strategy which
Spain I8 alwava careful to  observe.
At one time, during a rainstorm,
Maceo  attacked  the Spanish  camp
with such fury that its” commander had to
cut his way out and depart from that part
of the country, as he desirel to prevent the
furflier sacrifice of loyal troops. About
this time we got a brief unoflicial report of
the affair, not in agreement with the Span-
ish bulletin previously sent from Havana.

On Oct. 4 we printed nnother Spanich oni-
cinl despateh conslsting of an nrticle from
the Havanan military organ, El Diario dol

Elercito. It brought us  some  more
particulars about  the battle, It had
been  the  rebels, the “cownrdly nand
treacherous  enemy,” who  opened fire

first, iring an alurming ennnon four times,
They were entrenched among the hills of
Pinar del Rio, and it was glorious to soe
the brave soldicrs of Spain elimbing the
steeps' to get nt them. We must now
quote from our Havana contemporary, the
orgnn of the army :

= Kothing happened wiille we wore In posassslon of
the Lilis of San Felipe, but as soon ks we descended to
the plain we saw that all the helghoe were 10 posses.
sioe of the encmy, whoss hatrod causea iis many
loss s, The Uranches of the trees worn carried
away Ly the shath of the insurgents. Ilere
the brave Livot. Monkso of Cantabria was wound
v, Thousanns of the  enemy wers on (e
helghts, ant 0 It was necessiary 1o orler o relreat,
which was glorious y aceompished. The most brils
Hant pages of our history do not aflford a pardllel
cuse, After the bartle, hurrabs tor Spata, for the King,
and the army tiled the ale. Al thoughts and all eyes
were turned (o Spoip,”

It will be observed that this Spanish re-
port is not couflrmntory of the bulletin that
the Bpanish conunander had previously sent
to Havann. It seems to us that oue military
contemporars might tell ns in what respects
L towp necounts nre in agrecment, and
why they nre o different,

1t in not casy to get news from the revolu-
tionary side, but, after n short delny, we
heard something of interest from that side,
Iv was to the effect that MACEO hnd fought
three engoagements in the hills with M-
GUIZO: that as many as 1,000 Spanineds
had  fallen in  them, that MELGUIZO
had been routed and comipelled to retreat to
the coast, and that MAcCko had eaptured
many pleces of Epnoish artillery, which he
promptly turned upon the flying columns.
Thus it was that he had got those cannon
which nstonished MELGU 20,

Sinee this news came here a week ngo, we
have received other despatehes, both from
the Spanish and the revolutionary sides,
which makoe it certain that Spaln’s bonst
of vietory in the combats which began
near San Franclsceo was o false, deceitful,
aul  despleable  boast,  The insurgents
numbered  betwesn 2,000 and 3,000
men,  amd  were  lesa numerous  than
the troops In the two Spanlsh  col-
umns, Instend of MELG U120 driving Macio
from the fleld, MACEO hnd driven MeL-
GUizo from it, Wedo not doubt that the
Bpaniards fought ny usual, but they were
not a match for thn Cubmns. It is
poseible thnt MACE0's * dynamite gun®
had something to do with the Spanish rout,
We  have learned from EL Diavie del
Ejerelto that it alarmed the royal troops.
For all we kuow it miny have been thut same
gun that suggested to MELGUIZO the Jdea
of lenving the hills of San F'elipe to obtaln
fresh rations, In any event, the news from
the battlefleld frightened Havana beyond
micAsuTe,

It seems to us exceedingly foollsh for the
composers of the Havaus official Spanish
despatchies Ig keop up the practice

of sending ont reporta of Spaniah vie-
tories, which, an we aftarward learn, were
Spanish defeats. A hundred despatehes of
tho kind must have been transmitted to this
conntey and to Spain sinee the beginning of
the Cuban war, They are meant to decelve.
They ara dishonoring to Spain and to her
Incomperent Generala.

The Affalr at San Ellzgarlo,

If the recent pconrrenee on the Rio Grande
has been reported correctly, we may expect
that the Government of Mexico will not only
assent to the propricty of the stepa taken by
onr authorities there, nt will punish 14
ofMecera who vielated the frontier.

An the aceoniit goen, nrmed Mexican offi-
cors erossed the Rio Grande nt 8an Elizario,
eclghteen milex bulow El Paso, and there nre-
rested deserters from thelr army: whore-
npon our authorities foreed them to glve up
their prisonera and thelr arma and recross
the river. Tt {4 plain that this attempt th
exercise military jurisdietion on onr sofl
wasn gross offencoe ngninst international law
ns well ns a dangerous mennee to the peace
of the border. There exists, it is true, o
treaty under which regular troops of either
conntry may cross to the othor slde; but
this s whon pursuing hostile Indians, and
on ahot trail. The eake Is so different from
the recent affalr that It is difflenlt to sap-
pose that the Mexican officers interpreted
the ngresment as relating to doserters.

Besides, the Government of Presldent
DiAZ hna itwell condemned in the most em-
phatie way this very offence. Several yenrs
ago, Licut. CAnnEnrA of the Twelfth Cav-
alry and three soldiers of the Mexiean gnr-
rison at Picdras Negras, crossed the Rio
Greande in n ferrybont to Fagle T'ass, on the
Texas shore, and, entering n brick yard near
by, selzed o Mexican who was working there,
tiedd him with a vope, and dragged him to-
ward the river, Anoutery was made, and the
kidnnppers, dropping their prisoner, hureried
to the ford. T'here was n brisk exchange of
shots between them and the Sheellf and hils
deputy, alded by two cltizens, nnd, necord-
ing to the acconntsat the time, one Mexi-
ean was killed and an Ameriean wounded,
The Mexicean oflicer was promptly nrreested

on  returning  to hia  siile of the
river, and a trinl by court martinl,
which was carried np to the highest

military tribunal, resnlted in a sentence of
ten years' Imprisonment for Lisut. Canneny
and n like penalty for Capt. Mr&oz, whose
eomplicity was indleated by his having
shortly before nsked permission for the
crossing of his men in order to look after
some horses,

The oifence eommitted at San Elizarlo, in
its essentinl points, seems to be closely par-
nllel to the one just recounted, and it is
therefore diffienlt  to  understand  how,
with that precedent, an offence like the
one deseribed in the telegram to Dis-
triet Attorney  WEST could  have been
committed.  Tat, whatever the faets, the
main point is that the attitude of Mexleo in
this matter of nrresting deserters wis long
ago tnken in the case of MrSoz and Ca-
RHERA, <0 that no eontroversy on the sub
jeet hetween that country and ours need be
looked for now,

The neighboring republic understands
fully the importance of respecting the boun
dary, and it is obvious that, as the weaker
conntry, she wonld suffer from any laxity
in that matter more than we, Desides,
apart from self-interest, she recognizes the
abligations of international Inw, and would
never authorize her officers to assume either
military or eivil jurisdiction on our soil.

The Rallroad on the Kaituma,

The hot haste with wlhich the Britisy
Guiann Legisiature, before its adjonrnment,
rushed through a grant of the right of way
for a railrond along the Kaituma River is
most sugeestive,

The route is to the Barimn gold fiulils,
whose value was aseertained by the oy
ernor of the Crawn Colony, after personnl
inspection, several months ago. The sur
vey for a wagon romd, which enusid
the arrest of HARRISON, at the Aeara-
Lisel, last summer, was an encroschment
npon the  tract  in dispute between
Venezneln and Great Britain: and this pres-
ent seheme involves another violntion of
thnt urva, 1o say nothing of the discourtesy
to pending dislomatic negotintions,

On the 18th of November, 1850, Mr. BFL-
ForD Ilistox Wisos, then the British
Chargd d’AfMaires ot Carncns, nddressed a
memorable note to Secretinry VICENTE L.
cSA of Venezueln, concerning the neutral-
ization  of this disputed area.  Ning
venrs earlier, In 1841, Engineer Soijoy-
prRGE made nosurvey which eausced o pro
test from Veneznela, followed by an assur-
ance from the British Government that
it was only tentative, and by the removal
of the posts set up ns o sign of domdnion,
Negotintions  followed  for scttling  wpon
i boundary Hoe, Lord AVERDEEN, in 1544,
proposing the Moroeo, which is very far in
the renr of present British encronchimenty,
Venezuely did not aceept that proposal, amt
aeeordingly the matter wos left in abesnnee,

But in 1850 riomors that Great Britain
intended encranchments at Poiut Barima,
on the Orinoeo, enused o B to be iniro
duced  Into the Venezoeliun Uongress, look-
Ing to the ocenpation of that place and
the erection of n forr. Mr. WiL=o¥, in
the despatell just spoken  of, denounecd
that measure a5 one contemplating *“an
aguression and  usurpation on the ter.
ritory  in dispute  between  the  two
countrics;, by the construction of a
fort on any  point  which  Venezneln
may claim, althongh Great Dritain mny
alwo clim the Inwful possession of that
point.”  In view of the fact that Venezuela
refrained from erceting the fore, and that
dozen years ago Great Britain geized and
held that very spot, Mre, WILSON'S protests
ngninst encroaching on disputed terrltory
sound striange todny,

Bt he proceeded to announce by anthor-
Ity that ** her Majesty's Government hove
no intention to ocenpy or encronch npon the
territory in dispute,” and asked for w sim-
{nr declarvation on the part of Venez:
veln,  He dwelt on the dangers of
a collistion between the two countries nris-
Ing out of “occupying nnd encronching
upon the territory In dispute,” even If
there were no actual constructlon of n
fort, as proposed ot Point  Barimu.
He reiterated  that " hor  Majesty's
Government, ns above stuted, will uot
order  or  sanction  such  ogeuphtions
or encroschments on the part of the British
authorities:" and oven for n third time
gave the same promise, nddipg that
*the Venernelan Government, in jus-
tiee to Great Britaln, cannot nistrust for
n mowett the sineerity of the forimal
deciaration which is now made in the uanie
and by the express order of lep Majesty's
Government,"  Moaved by these pledges, and
in response to Mr. WILSON'S reguest, on
Dec. 20 following, Mr. LECUxA responded
with o similar assurance, that Venezneln
had no Intention of encroachiog on the luod
in question, :

Dirltain’s violatlon of the mutual pledges
of 18560, that Venezueln, by her grant to
the Munoa Company, had also violated thosa
agreements. This the Carncas authorities
deny, nlloging that the grant In guestion
wasto run to the boundary line between
Britlish  Guinns snd Venezueln, withont
undertaking to specify where that line
might e

Practically, however, we lo not regnrd the
rallrond grant along the Kaituma, rashed
through by the Demerara Legislature under
a suspension of the rules, ns affecting in the
least the fssue of the pending controversy.
Hullding sueh a road in that region is an
affair of a long time, wherens an arrange-
ment of the pending boundary dispute

cannot long be delayed, It isn  chiefly
noteworthy as an illustration of the
persistent encroachments mads under

Lord SALsBURY'S poliey of trying to make
the so-cnlled ** settlement'’ the basls of legal
title to lands, Our High Commission is
now preparing to enter on  the final
nnd  declsive stage of Its work, that
of drawing on the map * the true divisional
line" between British Guiann aml Venez-
uela; and neither rallroad grants nor mod-
ern mining grants will, we think, have a
feather's welght In determining where that
line runs,

The Strength of Russin,

Now that the Czar's visit to Paris may be
snid to bavedriven the last rivet in the bond
uniting Russin and France, it becomes n
matter of interest to learn how mueh foree
the great northern emplre contributes to
the combination. Tt is therefore n timely
article which Mr. SpENsErt WILRKINSON bas
written for the October number of the
Laondon Nattonal Review, and in shich
Russin's wilitary resources are carefully
computed,

This isone of the cases where history, as
it is set down in books, would lead to er-
roncous conclusions, unless supplemented
and vevised in the light of the facts and fig-
ures to be gleaned from the files of compar-
utively recent newspapers. It wonld ben
mistake to deaw inferences regnreding the
present military olliciency of Russia from
her collapse during the Crimean war, or
from her inability to sustain the siege of
'levun without nid from the Houmanians,
At the omthrenk of both of the last wars in
which Russin has been engaged, her army
was dispersed over the greater part of her
vast European territory, snd as she had buat
few rallways or goml wagon romds, coneen-
tration not only wasa slow and costly proe-
ess, but was to a large extent impraction-
hle. Her capacity, iherefore, forattack or for
defence, was fur from being proportionate
to the registered number of men serving, or
liable to serve under the colors.  From this
point of view n great chauge has taken place
sinee 1557, nnd it i the precise diimensions
of this change which Mr. SpeExsEr WILKIS-
~0ox bhas undertnken to set forth. We may
say at once that there is no longer any
foundntion  for the assertion made by
MorThE in 1860 that the Russian army
cotld rench the German frontier only after
the Germuns had been vietorious or had al-
vendy suffered defeat.  The transformation
undergone by Russin in respeet of ilitary
irissance is due to redistribution, the whole
of the Furopean army having been, since
1557, placedd on the western frontier, or in
Yuick communication with ir,

3 of the foree maintained
stnith of the Cancasus cannot be nscertnined
by foreiguers, but it is known to be large,
for thi= is the fores which at any honr may
Linve to aperate in Asintie Turkey, in Per-
Nty in. Afghanistan,  Ountside of this
furce there is rensun to believe that not
more than 75,000 =ulidiers are at present
enmployed o Asintic Russia, and these are
stitioned purtly in Turkestan and partly in
Manchnrin, As regards the far East the

by mnswing the whole European army of
Russia in six districts, those namely of
Wilna, Waranw, Kiof. anid Odessn, which
together form the western frontier belt, and
those of St Petersburg nml Moscow, from
The
principnl militarvy centre is Hussian Poland,
that great tongue of land which protrudes
townrd Germiny between Prussia nnd A ns-
tring Silesln.  Memdsing that in Russin a
division of infantey comprises on w war
fouting about 15,000 bnyonets, while a
caviley  division  numbers about 3,000
saubres, wo obiserve that in the distriet of
Warsaw these are now enntoned no fower
than eleven infantry divisions and eighu
wndd n indf envaley divisions, which on & war
footing, and Including the artillery—one
Drigade of six batleries to every infantry
division—wonld moky up nn army of 217,
000 men. The infantry i arranged in o
horseshoe line, thie convex side of the horse-
shoe faclng the Germun and Austrlan bor-
ders. On the outside of the horseshos are
stationed seven of the eavaley divisions, five
on the north side facing Prossin, and two
on the sonth toward Galicin, In the dis-
trict of Wilng, which nidjoing that of War-
8w on the northieast, there are egight in-
fantry and two cavalry divisions, composing
at war strength an arimy of 142,000 men.

frontier *the ohnssepots wonld go off of
themaelves,' It is, indeed, ns Mr., WiLKIN-
BO¥ peinta ont, less to her own forees which,
even concentrateld as they nre, are by no
menns disproportionnte to the Incumbent
tusks of defence, but to her closo nl-
linnce with France, that the prepon-
dernnt influence now exerted by Russin
throughout the world ia due. The Russlan
and French armies together are more
numerous and probably no less eflicient
than the German and Austro-Hungarian
armies combined. It fs true that the addi-
tion of the Italian nrmy wounld give a slight
preponderance of foree on lnnd to the Triple
Allinpee; but the financial exhaustion of.
Tealy hae rendered this advantage donbtfuol,
while it is certain thnt the conjoined navies
of France nnd Russia nro more than a mateh
for those of the central powers, 1t remains
to note thnt French feeling places French
policy at the disposal of Russia, although
the Russian Government will sonrcely begin
host{Hties ngainst any Buropéan power for
any object oxclusively French. It s this
situnation which mnakes the Russinn Empe-
ror the arbiter of pence or war.

Uacomlfortably Clone for Both Parties, hut
Republionn This Wenr,

WinMiaros, Oct. 12— 1elaware, the Blue
Hen State, hias other ¢laims to recognition be-
siden fta smaliness in aron and population. It
wan tho first of the States of the colonial period
to b ndmitted 1nto the Unfon, It was the only
oneof the Siates at the Inst Presidential election
in which thero were. praotically, no Popullats,
for Gen. Weavor polled only thirteen votes in
all Dolawares, The whipping post. the publie pil
ory, the penoh erop, the eranberry exports, and
the eondition of the high ronds have in previous
yonrs praventod Delaware from hecomning totally
foreotten, and the vonerable nnd nevee-rottled
fanilly rivalry between the Bayards and tho
Sanlsburys, the former dominant in the North
connty, one of Delaware'n thres countles,
and the latter dominant In tie sonthern county
of Suwsex, lnve kept potitiea on the Demooratie
sido, nt lenst, in & condition of poltifeal ferment
for more than half a century.

This is n ®tara of close polltios, so cione thnt
In the lnse Presidential election the Democratic
majority In Wilmington was Just one vote. In
the Juns munlolpal election of 1805, Ina toral
vote of 10,000, thia was the diviston on City
Treasurer: Adams, Republican, 4.110: Fustel,
Demoernt, 4,007 Sweenay, Prohibitionist, 118,
The Republican candidate for Oty Troasurer
wan elocted by 70 voten: but In the same con-
test the Demooratle candidate for Mayor was
chosen by & majority of 203, The veting popu-
Iation of Delaware {a 47.000, of whom 41,000
nre nontives and 0,000 forelgn born. Tha ecol-
ored vole, all native, 18 7,600, and Is laraer,
thereforo, than the entirs forelgn.born wnte,
but nol large enough to seriously affect the re.
sult in the State,

Morsover, free and unlimited manhood suf-
frago does not prevafl In this State, the Con-
stitition of which authorizes what 13 known na
ncapltntion tux of 81 upon ench citlzen, as a
prereguisite 1o the exercise of the clectoral
franchi=e, thoueh citizens betwean the age of
21 amd 22 are exemupted from the operntlon of
this law. It Is the exintenca of it which ae-
connts in Delnware polities for the sinister
prominense of Addieks, whore elalms to recog-
nitfon as a Republiean wern foreibly turned
down by the =t Louls National Canvention,
and who, ns a measure of roprisal, put up a
tieket of ¢lectors and of State oMeears Tn oppasl-
tion to that previonsly nominaied Ly the Hig-
glhs or recuinr faction.  Addleks, n wenlthy
Republivan, belonging in I'nilndelphia and not
In this State, gained a foothold here by paying
the poll or capltation tax of inany of the nesdy
Renultican cltizens whio would otherwise have
been denfed the right to vote,

Thers are, o8 1 have sald, 47.000 qualified
electors. On the basis of the vote In nther
Etntes, makineg allownnee for the infirm, and
the disfranchised, for those whose na:nraliza-
tion was not completed, for those disnualifled
by erlminal conviction.and the nbsentecs, thore
would be about 42.000 electors, but It was not
until Addicks entered Delaware politlca with
his homdle that n full vote wos cast. In 1RH0
there were lear than 30,000 votes cast in the
Presidenilal eiection In Delaware; in 1584
the number was anbout the sume: In 1858, the
total declined, but in 1882 a8 many as 37,000
votes we: o cast, and the increaso was due chief-
I¥ to the colored voters whose tax lid been
pald from out of what wasknown as the **Ad-
dicks fund. This increass in the number of
electoras hias taken Delaware out of its former
oliaes of a “safe Domoceatic” Stute, and pat it
fnto tho donbufnl i, Cleveland earried it in
1584 hiv n plurality of nearly 4.000, and in 1888
iy i plurality of 400, Tws vears lnter, with
the pull tax of the colored cltizens pnid, the Re-
publican vote inerensed 5,600, nnd the Demo-
eratle majority for Governor was cnt down to
B votes.  Tn the Presidentind election of 1802,
with the Republican eamanign chiest neain
apened nnd o general !andslide for the Demo-
crats, Mr. Cleveland's plurality was only 408,
anl the Prohibition eandidute polled 565 votes,
putting the Denoorats for the first time in o
minority, thougli, becinning with Fremont in
1854, every Republican, with ths exception of
Grant in 1872, hus been boaten in Delaware, In
the State election of 1804, the Republiean vote
stlll  further increassd. A Hepubllican was
clected by 1,200 plurality, nnd the Legisiature
was cnrried by the Republicans,

Hera camo the first serfous lreak In the
growth of Republican prospects. Anthonsy
Iggins, a Delaware Republican, had becn
elected to the Senate in 1848 to soeceed ENl
Snulsbury, the Saulshurysand the Bayards
hiaving  represented  Delaware in the United
Sintes Senate for a perlin] Rlmost as long as
In dlescribed by the Blackstone formula of *“the
mind of manrunaeth uot back to the contrary.”
Addioks 2lulmed an election to the Senate as
payment of his services to tho cause of Deln-
wamn Hepublicanism. These sorvices were ex.
clusively eommercinl. The Hepublleans of
Delaware. who sre extremely clannish In re.
apect to matters rolaltug to thelr Interests, pro-
tested agadnst what they called *the sale of the
Seantoraliip,” Thers was, in consequence, a
lang and bitter dendlock at Dover, the capital,
hecinning on Jan, 15 and lasting untl May 8,
culminating In a econe of confusion and dis.
onler, nmid 47 Lallots on the last day. 13 hav-
Ine been taken praviotsly,  The Addicks men
headed nne faction, the Hlgglns men lieaded an-
other, There was a third hemled by what
were known as the Massey men. and as a result
of it all the Higgine men declared Henry
A, Dupont to be laafully chosen Benator, The
Addlcks men disputed it, and the fight was car-
rled first Into the Unlted States Sennte, where
it {s seill pending, and next Into tho Hevublican
St, Louls Convention, where the clatuy of the
alggins men to regularity was admitted,

With twe [lepublican eloctoral tickets In the
fleld this yenr, the three votes of Delaware
waonlid, ulmost certninly, be assured to the Demao-
erats, but the old trouble between the Sauly-
bury and the Bayard fuetions broke out afresh
after the Clhileago Nutlonal Conventlan, The
Payard men most numerous In the northern
el of the State, nud having Senator George
Giray mwthelr leader, came out for honest
